Jackson Will Die Today — 
First Chair Victim Here 


Will Pay Supreme Penalty 


by Electrocution at Jail at 


10 o’'Clock for Attack on Woman; Eighteen to 
Witness His Execution. 


Philip Jackson, colored, convicted of 
assault on a white woman, will be elec- 
trocuted in the District Jail this morn- 
ing, the first man to pay the supreme 
penalty by this method in the Nationa) 
Capital. 

The death warrant, now in the hands 
of Maj. W. E. Peak, superintendent of 
the jail, directs that the execution occur 
between 10 a. m. and 2 p. m. At the 
stroke of 10 Jackson will begin the 
death march. _ 

From his cell in the southern wing 
of the jail he will march down the 
south corridor, through the rotunda 
and enter. the northern corridor of the 
building, where the chair will be placed 
Down a dozen iron steps and to the ex- 
treme end of the corridor he will walk 
to his death, 

Capt. George Ratherdale, the official 
executioner, will be assisted by John 
Campbell and H. W. Arnold. Although 
it has not been decided who will “pull 
the switch,” the trio will be forced to 
work with clocklike precision. The elec- 
trodes will be adjusted quickly, the 
wires connected and the first paralyzing 
shock, carrying 1,900 vol.s, will be shot 
through the condemned man’s body. 

Jackson will pay the supreme penalty 
tor an assault upon a white woman in 
the Capitol Grounds on February 18. 
1927. The woman, employed as a tele- 
phone operator in a hotel near the Cap- 
itol, was On her way home when a man 
beat her senseless with a brick and as- 
saulted her. In his confession to the 
police, Jackson admitted commission of 
similar assaults upon several other 
women. 

During the last .ew days Jackson has 
been spiritually preparing for his doom.

Under the law governing executions, 
which was enacted in 1925, a maximum 
of eighteen persons may attend an 
electrocution. The law permits three 
executioners, two physicians, the attor- 
ney and three relatives of the con- 
demned man the prison chaplain and 
two other ministers, the superintendent 
or a deputy of the jail and not less 
than. three me- more than five other 
witnesser Maj. Peak declared yester- 
day that the. witaesses would be the 
representatives of the five local news- 
papers. 

Jackson ran the gauntlet ot justice 
in an attempt to stave off the jury’s 
verdict that he should die. A plea of 
insanity, based on the contention that 
hi; parents were brother and _ sister. 
failed ag iid his appeal to the Court of 
appeals, the United States Supreme 
Court and the supreme appeal to Presi- 
dent, Coolidge. 

The last execution occurred in the 
District. on January. 22, 1925, when 
Herbert Copeland, colored, was hanged 
in the presence of 400 persons for the 
murder of Police Bieut David L. Dun- 
nigan, Patrolman John A, Conrad and 
Deputy Sheriff L. 4. McParlan, of In- 
dian Head, Md. The njurders were 
committed in May, 1918. A few days 
after the hanging the law changing 
capital punishment in the District from 
henging to electrocution was signed by

THOMAS 5S. BUTLER. 


Representative Thomas S. Butler, of Penn- 
sylvania, is gone, and his passing entails as 
great a loss to the Nation as to his family, his 
friends and the House of Representatives, of 
which he was a member for 31 years. 

Much was made of the fact that the chair- 
man of the nava) affairs committee of the 
House was a Quaker. There was, however, no 
contradiction in these two facts. The safety 
and security of the United States came first 
with Tom Butler. There was no divided allegi- 
ance in his case. He wanted always to give the 
United States the protection which its place 
and position in world affairs demanded, andj he 
knew that an adequate Navy was its best surety. 

It is hard to estimate the value of his serv- 
ices. He became a member of the naval! affairs 
committee when he entered Congress in 1897. 
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He devoted his time and energy to a study of 
naval problems through the Spanish-American 
War and the World War. His knowledge of the 
Navy’s needs was as great as that of many 
men who passed their lives in the service. 

No more important service was rendered by 
Mr. Butler than when he sought in hig declining 
years to keep the naval strength of the United 
States at the ratio fixed by the Washington 
Conference for the Limitation of Armaments. 
He Knew as well as any man that thig country 
was not keeping pace in naval construction 
with the other great powers of the world. In 
one of the last debates in which he took part 
he acknowledged that he had been mistaken in 
his first estimates of the conference, and that 
the United States had gained nothing when it 
scrapped its fleet. Up until the very moment 
that he was forced to leave the floor of the 
House through illness, he fought to regain for 
his ecountry the position it had sacrificed. Con. 
gress could well afford to have more of the pa- 
triotic.spirit of Tom Butler in its outlook on 
national defense. 

Fortunately Mr. Butler's successor as chair- 
man of the committee on naval affairs will be 
another stalwart champion of the Navy—i'red 
A. Britten, of Illinois. He is thoroughly 
familiar with the Navy and has always been a 
strong advocate of adequate naval defense.

them found their way into the old English 
chronicles, and even the earliest literature of 
freland, showing how impressed were the peo- 
ple with the phenomena of earthquake, vol- 
canic eruptions and floods, to which historians 
of today point as having been strikingly fre- 
quent during that century. The reign of the 
vigorous Emperor Titus does not lack for last- 
ing color and significance, witnessing as it did 
the destruction of Jerusalem by fire and 
sword, and the overwhelming of Pompeii and 
Herculaneum by volcanic lava. History knows 
abundantly of the effects of the one; arche- 
ology is now filling out the story of the effects 
of the other. 

The difficulties in the way of the excavators 
do not deter them, and as a reward for their 
efforts, even such practical subjects as that 
of the nature of the manufactures and trade 
of the Samnites may have light thrown upon 
them. Pompeii is known to have had a trade 
life similar to that which later developed in 
the medieval guild cities. Whether or not there 
were factories and warehouses in those 
ancient days of Italy is not yet known. The 
subject is one of continuing inquiry, upon 
which the excavations now in progress may 
afford information along with much else.

No Modern Orators. 

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: The 
youth’s oratorical contest that is now 
attracting attention calls to mind the 
fact that oratory is almost a lost art. 
This is true not only in this country 
but in Europe, especially in France and 
Great Britain. There is something 
more to oratory than just the ability 
to use words, Certainly in this country 
we have no orators comparable with 
those of the eighteenth and nineteenth 
centuries. True oratory consists of @ 
power to sway audiences, to move them 
to action. Such power had Samuel 
Adams, John Adams, James Otis, Pat- 
rick Henry, and others in the days of 
the contest for independence; Clay, 
Webster, Calhoun, Wirt, S. S. -Prentiss, 
and of a later day Sumner, Douglas, 
Lincoln, Conkling, Morton, and Blaine. 

We have speakers, political. and re- 
ligious, who pour out words like lava 
from a volcano. They are not orators, 
The orator is one who speaks slowly, so 
that his words sink into the ear and 
fasten themselves in the brain of the 
hearer. It was that specially which 
made Lincoln the most impressive ora- 
tor of his day. Well-rounded sentences 
and high-flown words are a graceful 
accomplishment, but they must have , 
a force, or they can not be called ora- | 
tory. Lincoln’s single sentence, “Can 
&@ house divided against itself stand?” 


was the very acme of eloquence and 
Oratory because of its force. So was 
Patrick Henry’s cry, “Give me liberty, 
or give me death!” Also Webster's 
“Liberty and Union, now and forever, 
one and inseparable;” or Luther’s “Here 
I stand; I can do no other.” One such 
sentence as these is worth untold more 
than hours of mere words.

SCHOOL BOOK SURVEY 
MADE FOR INDUSTRY 


Fred W. Crone Testifies His 
Committee Spent $227,000 
on Work Since 1922, 


(Associated Press.) 

The diverse activities of the Now 
York Power Utility Publicity organiza- 
tion in the interest of power concerns 
were looked into yesterday in the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission's power financ- 
ing investigation. The developments 
included testimony concerning the fight 
of the utilities against Gov. Smith's 
campaign for Siate water authority and 
the disclosure that the National Electric 
Light Association had sponsored a na- 
tion-wide survey of text books with the

purpose of revising them if necessary in |

Fred W. Crone, of New York. director | 
of the New York State committee on | 
public utility information. and Charles | 


H. B. Chapin, of New York, secretary 


of the Empire State Gas & Electric | 


Association, were the witnesses. 

Chapin testified that a committee 
from his organization had appeared be- 
fore the New York Board of Education 
in an effort to have public utility 
courses placed in the schools and that 
® number of college professors had re- 
ceived payments for radio and other 
talks in behalf of the utilities. 


Spent $33,000 a Year.

He said that his organization spent | 


adout $33,000 a vear. 

Crone revealed that since 1922 his 
Organization had spent $227,000 carry- 
ing on public relations; had distributed 
hundreds of thousands of pamphiets to 
New York citizens, schools ang banks, 
besides sending news bulletins to 1,000 
newspapers and receiving large space in 
news editorial columns, 

Another development in Crone’s tes- 
timony and documents introduced in 
that connection was that Edward Hun- 
gerford, formerly of Rochester, had co- 
operated with the Rochester Board of 
Education and various public utilities 
in producing a text book which its now 
being used in Rochester schools. In 
addition it was brought out that Mrs. 
Henry G. Daforth, of Washington, pres- 
ident of the board of education, wrote 
the foreword and that the book was 
copyrighted in the name of the Chil- 
dren’s Memorial Scholarship Fund, Inc. 

Another development was that a sur- 
vey of text books was made in New 
York in 1924. At that time J. B. Sher- 
idan, of St. Louis, director of the Mis- 
sourl committee on public utility in- 
formation, and chairman of the Na- 
tional Electric Light Association sub- 
committee in charge of the book sur- 
veys, sent a letter, presented in yester- 
day’s testimony, informing Crone of the 
purpose of the survey. 


Tells of Textbook Survey. 


The object, he wrote, “is to accurate- 
ly inform ourselves of the nature of 
matter dealing with the public utill- 
ty industry in these textbooks, and, 
if found necessary, to take up the mat- 
ter of revising, rewriting and bringing 
up to date the textbooks, with the 
proper authorities." 

Crone testified that the utilities were 
opposed to Gov. Smith’s proposal for 
water power authority, and that he 
had written and distributed more than 
20,000 copies of two pamphlets urging 
the development of the streams'in New 
York for water power under private 
control. 

He also testified that his organiza- 
tion paid $20 a month to have the 
Public Servant Magazine sent to mem- 
bers of the State legislature, but that 
he did not Know whether its stock 
was owned by utility companies. 

Although he said that he had noth- 
ing to do with legislation, Crone testl- 
fied that he hau written articles about 
a bill proposed to make public utility 
stock legal invesment, but added that 
the bill failed to pass. 

Since October, 1927, Crone testified, 
750 speakers had addressed 331,468 per- 
sons in 3,479 speeches, and that 461

He 
said his committee prepared advertis- 
ing copy for its 47 members, who pro- 
duce 90 per cent of the power con- 
sumed in New York, but that he had 
not advocated greater advertising by 
local companies in order to get the 
newspapers to print more publicity is- 
sued by his committee.

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1927, of the executive committee, 
placed in the record, showed that the 


committee planned to place women 
members in the New York League of 
Women Voters in order to get copies 
of the league’s publications, said to 
contain publicity for municipal owner- 
ship of utilities.

Gas & Electric Co. suggested that 
chairmen of the various New York dis- 
tricts of the committee become mem- 
bers of the League of Women Voters 
to obtain the publications.

Crone said that his committee had 
not paid any sums to writers, teachers, 
professors or public men, except the ex- 
penses of six speakers. He said that he 
thought some of the expenses of mect- 
ings of utility and newspaper men in 
Rochester, Buffalo and New York City 
had been paid by th. utility companies.

tomer ownership of securities as op- 
posed to government ownership of util- 
ities. 

The report of the survey of textbooks 
was introduced into the record and 
comments were made on each text 
affecting utilities. Ons book entitled 
“Economics” written by Prof. Henry C. 
Adams of the University of Michigan, 
was described as being “extremely 
vicious attack on monopolies without 
mentioning that certain of them are 
under government regulation,” and as 
making a “strong demand for govern- 
ment ownership and operation of 
utilities.” 


Another textbook entitled, “Intro- 
duction of the Study of Economics,” 
written by Prof. Charles J. Bullock, was 
described as declaring “private owner- 
ship better” after giving arguments on 


both sides. 

“Principles of Political Economy” by 
Thomas N Carter of Harvard College 
was said to be “favorable to privately 
owned utilities.”

House resolution granting preference 19 
war veterans in civil service examina- 
tions. 

The resolution, which was sponsored 
by Representative Fish (Republican), 
New York, provides for the addition of 
five points to the ratings earned in 
civil service examinations by men hon- 
orably: discharged from the service, oF 
their widows. Wives of injured service 
men who are not themseives qualified 
for appointment also would be given 
the benefit of the added five points 
Disabled veterans would be granted an 
added ten points.
